I recently purchased a case of the 13.8 volt power supplies that 
Allen Bond mentioned here several weeks ago. The price was $29 per case 
of 12, shipped via UPS. 


I was expecting large wall warts since they were rated at 800 ma. 
They turned out to be a large bricks manufactured by Mitsubishi suitable 
for a transceiver. Judging by its size and weight, it is certainly 
underrated. I have a comparable unit manufactured by Zeos that is rated 
at 1.5 amps. I measured the output from two of them with an o'scope. They 
both measured 13.51 volts with almost unmeasurable ripple (no load). I 
tried them with my NC40A and Sierra. There was no audible hum with either 
radio. The signal on transmit was also as clean as with the usual gel 
cell. 


These things are quite a bargain at less than $2.00 apiece. 
Besides, the proceeds, minus shipping, go for educational use.

Toroid, but the rest of the parts are available at Radio Shack, guys, 
honest they are.

Just got my ZM-1 A-match ATUC in the mail today, and got it partially put 
together. Looks to be a real nice little unit, complete with Radio Shack 
box, knobs, connectors, front panel decal, etc. The decal is especially 
nice for those of us with little or no artistic skills. It's computer 
printed on an Avery sticker, sized just slightly larger than the front panel 
itself. It's real easy to trim to an exact fit with a hobby knife. 


As Roy mentions in the instructions (complete with BIG diagrams, good enough 
not to actually have to read anything), it's a good idea to slightly wet the 
aluminum front panel just prior to applying the decal. It slows down the 
adhesion just enough to allow you to pull it off and reposition it (almost 
inevitable). The only 2 really critical things to line up are for the 
tuning caps, since there are indicator lines for them on the label. Helpful 
Hint: To aid this alignment (note: I had already drilled all holes, using 
a separate drilling template provided), I borrowed a sheet of glass froma 
picture frame, and carefully laid it on top of a lamp shade, giving me an 
instant light table. Now you have a light shining up through the holes and 
the label, making it a snap to get everything lined up. Obviously, you 
don't want to leave the glass on top of the shade too long due to rapid heat 
buildup, but it should be fine for the 30-60 seconds it takes to position 
the decal. 


My front panel with decal are now drying after spraying on a couple light 
coats of clear spray. This was another hint from Roy to keep it looking 
nice and clean for eons to come. It was a tough decision for me to do this, 
since it meant a trip to the store and waiting for it to dry, meaning I 
wouldn't be able to get the tuner done tonight and play with it. Oh well - 
I'll be much happier in the long run, especially after I've handled it with 
my grubby little hands a zillion times. 


In short, kudos to Roy at EMTECH for another nifty gadget for QRPers. For

Gang: 


Man, are we having winter in southeastern Minnesota! Right now on 
Christmas Eve it is -6F here in Rochester. The sun is out, too. Imagine 
how cold it might feel were it overcast and grey-looking... 


But, I digress. Here's a question: Does window wire sometimes change 
characteristics precipitously when temps drop to frigid levels? 


Maybe my question is unclear, so here is the situation: I use 450-ohm 
window wire (100' run) to feed a centre-fed inverted vee at 28' in the 
center. The centre is held up by a HB PVC pipe tower. The feedline is 
off the ground, but does come through a window with a metal frame. It 
is held slightly away from the frame by foam insulating material, so it 
is not in direct with the closed window. 


Until this morning it all worked fine, apparently, including working 
five FOXes in the last month plus lots of DX and 48 states. Maybe not 
ideal, but there it is. (Fits my small yard.) 


Then this morning it was still all set for 40, just like last evening. 
But on both 30 and 20 it was nearly impossible to load. And all day 
long the MFJ-971 QRP tuner has been unable to find a dead-flat SWR 
reading on the higher bands (40 still seems nominal, thankfully). 


What could have changed? It is not raining, and there is no heavy ice 
coating. We got lots of snow yesterday, but no ice to speak of, no 
freezing rain, no sleet, no high winds, etc. IE, it is very cold and 
snow-covered, but that is about it. 


OTOH, have been to make QSO's (with typical reports) on all three 
bands, but no DX today. 


Bottom Line: 


Can anyone help with a possible explanation and strategy to overcome 
this? Even though this is a holiday, it would be much appreciated.

I got a couple of notes on the KB2YTW/B beacon today, and Bill, WJ50 
commented on just how little his beacon (28.292 MHz) has cost. 


This got me thinking. I have had a beacon on 10 Meters almost 
continuously since 1979, attended in the first year, and under automatic 
control since 1980. Here's what I came up with for a cost breakdown: 


1979 - Homebrew 6CX8 TX, P.S. and Xtal 
$10.00 (or thereabouts) 
1980 - Hy-Gain Cybernet (Hy-Gain 1) and Xtal for conversion : $11.00 
1980 - VHF Engineering CW ID (diode-matrix ID'er) : 
$40.00 
1995 - WB20XJ "Ultimate ID'er" 

: $30.00 
1995 - Little Joe TX kit and Xtal 

: $27.00 

1995 - Lakeshore Products 10 Meter G.P. 
: $40.00 


Total Parts, as of December 1996 - 
$158.00 


So, for 17 years of operation, I bought $158.00 of materials, an annual 
average of 

$9.29 per year. Man, I don't think I can afford this hobby! If I hadn't 
put the beacon together, I could have afforded another 1 1/2 cases of Dr. 
Pepper (minus the deposit) each year! 


If you wanted to put a beacon on the air today, the easiest way would be 
an old CB converted to 10 Meters, an Atomic Keyer (There's your plug, 
Brad!!) and a wire dipole for 10 Meters. Even if the conversion Xtal 
cost you $15.00, you could build the whole package for under $65.00... 


If you decide to run a beacon, under automatic control, check the FCC 
rules (97.203) for the particulars, and check for other local activity 
in the band(s) of interest. 


Also, if you go on the air with a beacon, PLEASE, PLEASE, PLEASE post it 
for all of us!

> Craig AA3MD was wondering who posted recently about 160 M... It wasn't > me, 
but I thought I'd put in my 2 cents worth. 


I operate QRP on 160 M fairly often with my QRP+ and when I turn the 
current limiting pot to zilch on my Ten-Tec Paragon, I can also work QRP 
and have a really good receiver, too. With a quarter wave inverted ELL 
(vertical leg only 27 feet & there's a very baggy droop in the 
horizontal leg) and 5 watts I worked 22 states in the recent ARRL 160 
meter contest in about 3 hours. 


You can have fun with QRP on top band if you believe you can do it. 
Please don't be scared away. There will be days when the QRN is just 
too high, and you will have to switch to a higher band, but there are 
lots of other days when it is actually easy to rag chew with QRP. I 
have worked several other QRP stations on 160, so let's not ignore this 
excellent band. 


I will admit that whenever I am in a contest on 160 with my QRP+, I 
absolutely have to switch in the 20 dB attenuator and leave it there! 
The big guns who operate 160 during contests are incredibly loud. The 
thumping will tear your ears off without the attenuator. During 
contests with the QRP+ attenuator on, one can work the biggies, but the 
really small fry are hard to hear. With my Paragon, it is no problem as 


the receiver can handle the big sigs with ease, and having the built-in 
audio filter and 250 Hz IF filter really saves the day. 


During the Winter months I operate 160 meters nearly every AM before 
work and some weekend early AM's also. Look for me on 1811 KHZ. 


P.S. I know the QRP Calling freq is 1810, but there is usually QRM there 
due to a cw beacon signal. Also listen for another CW beacon running 
simultaneously on 1812 and 1813.

In most situations I think this would be fine. I use a similar setup, 
except with an SPC tuner circuit. The balance of current will depend on 
coupling of components to ground. It doesn't look symmetrical, but it 
probably sure as heck is better than hanging a mismatched balun on the 


output, like most of these dang commercial tuners today. 


However, an additional point: A transformer might work better in 
preserving balance than a choke balun. AND, it will reject broadcast 
band interference better. I remember long ago that the ARRL handbook 
said that link (magnetic) coupling is the surest cure for broadcast band 
interference. 


Sure enough, this is the case with my R2 receiver, which, perhaps due to 
design, perhaps due to sloppy module interconnection, is sensitive to 
local AM detection from a 50 kW about 5 miles away and a smaller station 
or two somewhat closer. (I see them on my ‘scope all the time if I don't 
ground carefully :-) ). A coax choke balun (~25 turns RG58 on a 5 inch 
PVC pipe) does not reject the interference, but the nice compact 
binocular balun does -- 3 turns each, primary and secondary, ona 
BLN-43-3312 core. This BTW seems to take the 50 watts of my TenTec 
Argosy without noticeable heating, and loss is barely readable with my 
measuring gear. 


Just my own anecdotal experience... 
Oh, and Roger, don't leave your rig ungrounded <g>
